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The Journal of Plants of Iwateken was pub¬ 
lished by the Iwate Shokubutsu Doko Kai (= 
Iwate Prefecture Botanical Club). Volume 1 
number 1 was published in July 1931. Since then 
succeeding numbers were published, but it is un¬ 
certain which is the last volume and number. This 
Journal is scarcely known in botanical circles 
outside of Japan, and is not listed in Botanico- 
Periodicum-Huntianum and its Supplement 
(Lawrence et al. 1968, Bridson 1991). Even in 
Japan this Journal is owned by a limited number 
of libraries. The library of the National Science 
Museum, Tokyo, owns volume 1 (nos. 1-4) and 
2 (nos. 1-3). The library of Iwate University, 
Yamagata University and Tamagawa University 
also own volumes 1 and 2 only. All numbers is¬ 
sued were edited by Hatsuo Iwabuchi (Table 1). 

Volume 1 contains papers, all written in 
Japanese, which did not contain any new botani¬ 
cal names. Volume 2 no. 1 contains papers writ¬ 
ten in Japanese or English (with mostly Latin 
descriptions). A paper titled ‘On the Taraxacum 


in Prov. Rikuchu’ written by Hideo Koidzumi 
contains numerous new botanical names. Volume 
2 no. 2 also contains many new botanical names 
proposed by Koidzumi, Eikichi Iishiba [Ihsibal, 
Hatsuro Iwabuchi and Hirosi Muroi in 
Lespedeza, Prunus, Hypericum, Taraxacum and 
etc. (see Appendix 1). Volume 2, no. 3 contains 
only papers written in Japanese. One of them is 
the Japanese translation, with some comments, of 
Koidzumi’s ‘Plantae novae Nippon-boreales’, 
which appeared in volume 2 no. 2 by Koidzumi 
by himself. Koidzumi proposed some new bo¬ 
tanical names in this article. 

So far as known, new botanical names were 
published only in the three numbers of volume 2 
(Table 2, Appendix). Most of those names are 
effectively and validly published according to the 
present code of botanical nomenclature (Greuter 
et al. 2000), but not mentioned in Index 
Kewensis. New names published in the Journal 
of Natural History Society of Fukuoka, were re¬ 
corded in Index Kewensis. The Journal of 
Natural History Society of Fukuoka was contem¬ 
porary with the Journal of Plants of Iwateken and 
was issued by a similar local natural history club 
located in Fukuoka Prefecture, Japan. Hara 
(1954) treated the new names of Hypericum by 
H. Koidzumi published in the Journal of Plants 
of Iwateken in the Archichlamydeae in his 
Enumeratio Spermatophytarum Japonicarum. 

Hideo Koidzumi was bom in 1885 in 
Yonezawa, Yamagata Prefecture, Japan. Gen’ichi 
Koidzumi (1883-1953), Professor of Botany, 
Kyoto University, was a brother bom of a differ¬ 
ent mother. Hideo Koidzumi entered Morioka 
College of Agriculture in 1904 but left in 1905. 
He was a school teacher in several primary and 
high schools, and then became a lecturer of 
Matsumoto College of Teachers (1925-1933). 
After that he was appointed Professor of Kyoritsu 
Women’s College of Pharmacy in 1933 and died 
in 1945 (Shimizu 1995). Hideo Koidzumi pub¬ 
lished more than 10 dozen papers and articles in 
various Japanese journals and reports. His papers 
published in the Botanical Magazine , Tokyo, and 
the Journal of Japanese Botany were recorded in 
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Merrill and Walker’s A Bibliography of Asiatic 
Botany (1938). 

The new names in Hypericum proposed by 
Koidzumi become a matter of discussion in the 
nomenclature, because new names in Hypericum 
for Japanese species were also published by 
Yojiro Kimura at nearly the same time, Ki- 
mura’s paper, titled ‘Conspectus omnium 
specierum generis Hyperici (excl. sect. Ascyron ) 
in Yezo, Sachalin et Kuriles, published in the 
Botanical Magazine, Tokyo, volume 51. Part 1 
appeared in No. 608, issued on 20th August 
1937, and part 2 in No. 609 on 20th September 
1937. 

Koidzumi published new names of Hypericum 
not only in the Journal of Plants of Iwateken but 
also in Udano. ‘Udano ’ is an alumni magazine of 
the graduates of Kyoritsu Women’s College of 
Pharmacy (now known as Kyoritsu University of 
Pharmacy). However, the full set of ‘ Udano ’ is 
not available in any public library not even in the 
Library of Kyoritsu University of Pharmacy (at 
least nos. 4 and 6 are lacking). Under these cir¬ 
cumstances the new names published in Udano 
are not recognized as validly published according 
to the present code (see Article 29.1).

Nobuyuki Tanaka* and Jin MuRATA b : A Medicinal Use of Elaeocarpus lanceifolius 

Roxb. Seed in Myanmar 

^ Elaeocarpus lanceifolius Roxb. (EBB 3 #^ 1 , bEB jZ b ) 


In the course of inventory research on the 
flora of Myanmar, a unique utilization of 
Elaeocarpus lanceifolius Roxb. was re¬ 
corded in S again Division, northwest of the 
country. Thus far, uses of fruits and nuts 
have been reported in India. Fruits are edible 
and the wood is suitable for making tea 
boxes, charcoal and also for house building. 
Nuts are used as rosaries, necklace and 


bracelets (Murti 1993). This article reports 
on the usage of its seeds as a local medicine 
that has not been recorded from any other re¬ 
gions in Myanmar. This species is locally 
called “Thitpwe” in Myanmar language. 
However, this name is also applied to E. 
floribundus Bl. and E. bracteatus Kurz. 
(Kress et al. 2003). 

Field surveys were conducted in the
